and that a fee of $1.00 anriualty-ne 
charged by the town for the privilege 
of erecting a sign. 

On motion, the report of the com- 
mittee was accepted and the recom- 
mendations endorsed and the repore 
incorporated in the proceedings of 
the meeting. 

The following report submitted .’ 
the Committee on Parks and Ceme- 
tery. viz: 

That in addition to a letter rrom 
our Secretary to the Gilt Edge 
Council who met today, Councillor 
Welch, in the absence of Councillor 
McLeod, chairman of the Committee, 
attended their meeting and while 
there, the Gilt Edge Council after 
discussing the matter, passed a re- 
solution tendering the same amount 
of help in the upkeep of the ceme- 
tery as they gave us last year. 

Councillor Rattray’s Division will 
furnish teams and wagons and the 
other Divisions will furnish men to 
work under the direction of the 
Chairman of thig Committee. Mr. 
E. W. Beazley had charge of th's 
work last year and his supervision 
was so satisfactory to all concerned 
that Mr. Traynor, the Councillor of 
his division, has agreed to have Mr. 
Beazley look after the work this 


to 


year. in co-operation with Councillor 
McLéod, and these two parties w 
arrange and set a date for tne com- 
mencement of this work. 

This committee on behalf of the 
Council, extend thanks to the Gilt 
Edge municipality for their assis- 
tence and interest in this work. All 
of which is respectfully submitted. 

On motion, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Parks and Cemetery was 
accepted and incorporated in tne 
proceedings of the meeting. 

The Committee on Public Heaith 
reported as follows: 

The work of this department is 
being attended to in a satisfactory 
manner. Complaints are being at- 
tended to promptly and other diffi- 
culties such as do not concern. the 
work of the scavenger are being ex- 
plained to the ratepayers with a 
view to eliminating friction when- 
ever possible, 

At this time of the year, when 
heavy rains. tend to fill the cese 
pools with surface water the com- 
plaints from this source aré more 
numerous than at any other time of 
the year. The pres2nt scavenging 
which assists the Council to retain 
the goodwill of the citizens, and gain 
their co-operation in his department. 
All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted, : 
On motion, the report of the Com- 
mittee on Public Health was accepted 
and incorporated in the proceed'nis 
of the meeting.

for its being sealed with the Corpor- 
ate Seal of the Town of Wainwright 
under the attesting signatures of 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer,

Organization at Geneva, usually referred to as the ILO. Not only will dc- 
Ceasion of the United States add considerably to the prestige that organ- 
igation now enjoys, but, bringing as it will U.S. into direct confrontation 
With this important branch of League of Ni 
mitich to restore prestige lost by the parent body through recent defections, 
notably that of Japan. . “ecg 

_Press despatches have revealed little of the background, few of the 
motives, behind this change of front on the part of the Washington govern- 
ment. It is true, of course, membership of the International Labor Organ- 
ization does not involve endorsement of the Léague covenant, nor does it 
entail any political commitments to the League as such; In fact, the U.S. 
desire to provide adequate safeguards against the “foreign entanglements’ 
that country has so rigorously eschewed since the war, is exemplified in the 
act of Congress which specifically declares that the United States, by mem- 
bership in the ILO, shall assume “no obligations under the covenant”. 

This, of course, is possible. The International Labor Organization, like 
the World Court upon whose bench the United States long has, been: repre- 
sented, is an autonomous section of the League of Nations. Membership in 
either or both is possible without acceptance of the/‘Covenant. Germany, as 
a matter of fact, was an active, full-fledged member of the ILO for six 
years before becoming a member of the League of Nations. The connec- 
tion between the organization and the: League is derived not from the 
covenant but from the charter of the ILO, which is Part XIII. of the Treaty 
of Versailles. 2 

The International Labor Organization is, however, much closer to the 
League than is the World Court for the reason that it is, essentially, a 
means of getting international legislation enacted, or treaties negotiated, as 
ig the League itself. The heart of the League system is its permanent 
mechanism for continuous international negotiation, and the ILO parallels 
this machinery throughout, in its limited field of social questions. : 

The importance of the United States’ decision to join the International 
Labor Organization, therefore, can best be deduced by considering it in rela- 
tion to the economic problems created by varying'standards of living, hour's 
of labor and rates of wages, in nations now competing for foreign markets, 
and also by contrasting the present action with Washington's past attitude 
towards the Geneva labor office. _ . 

Hitherto, the United States fas been far colder to the ILO than to any 
other branch of League activity. Until one year ago, the United States 
government would have nothing whatever to do with the labor organiza- 
tion, but now, without any parade or ballyhoo, Congress has accepted, vir- 
tually without demur, the proposal to apply for membership. This will in- 
volve representation on the permanent secretariat at Geneva and ultimate 
appointment of American representatives to the personnel of the central 
office. 

Psychologically, the-action of Washington will have more far-reaching 
effects. It will give Japan, Germany and Italy “furiously to think’ for; if

Paper Takes Record Of 
Reactions On Brain

vented by Dr. Alexander Cannon 
records any mental reaction, and con- 
sists of flexible tubes which are at- 
tached to a human subject. The 
reactions of the brain are recorded 
on graph paper. Simple emotions 
like surprise, love, hafe, are record- 
ed, and the machine also registers 
mental fatigue, the capacity of the 
mind, reaction to tension or concen- 
tration, suicidal tendencies, and 
whether the subject is telling the 
truth or lying. Among other things, 
it shows that waltz music is sooth- 
ing, and that it relieves asthma by 
inducing regular breathing. It is 
also claimed that it proves telepathy 
to be a physical fact.

WESTERN FARM 
AREAS BENEFITED 
BY HEAVY RAIN

Ottawa.— A further improvement 
in prairie crop conditions occurred 
during the past week according to a 
crop report issued by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics. 

Precipitation was fairly general 
over the farming districts and un- 
usually heavy in some localities, the 
report stated. 

The areas which benefited most 
were northern and eastern Manitoba, 
crop districts of central and northern 
Saskatchewan and the Alberta dis- 
tricts south of Calgary and-between 
Calgary and Edmonton. 


Eighteen points had precipitation 
during the week of over an inch, 
with Prince Albért, Sask., register- 
ing 5.1 inches. Unfortunately, the 
precipitation fell as hail in scattered 
areas of all three provinces and! 
severe damage was caused to promis- 
ing crops. The affected districts were 
in northeastern Manitoba, central 
Saskatchewan and south-western and 
west-central Alberta. . 

“Since the first sown wheat crops 
are now headed and most of the re- 
mainder in the shot blade, there are 
indications of an early harvest, ex- 
cept in central and northern Al- 
berta,” the report stated. “In these 
latter areas growth has been slow 
and warm weather is needed. Grass- 
hoppers are being kept under good 
control by the poisoning campaign 
and the favorable weather. The feed 
situation has geen greatly changed 
by June rains and while hay is gen- 
erally a light crop, late pagture 
growth will be a helpful supplement.” 

Saskatchewan crops made fair pro- 
gress during the week. The heavy 
rains caused a further improvement 
in the feed situation, even where 
cereal crops were too far gone to re- 
cover. Uneven stands of grain on 
stubble land are reported as a con- 
sequence of delayed germination. No 
serious grasshopper damage is re- 
ported. ,

The agreement extends six ..onths 
from July 1, the day the German 
moratorium on all foreign obliga- 

tions became effective. 

Other long and medium term o%]i- 
gations held in Great Britain which 
aré mostly comniercial, will not be 
serviced during the moratorium, un- 
der the terms of the agreement. 

Germany agreed to deposit Fr't- 
ish currency inthe Bank of Eng- 
land for payment of al! coupons 
from Dawes and Young loan bonds. . 

In return, Britain will not apply 
the new clearing house law, under 
which the government would have 
been able to seize a portion of Ger- 
man commercial funds for the bene- 
fit of bondholders.

‘AN INFLATIONARY STEP 

The government of Canada has finally decided on a 
program of moderate monetary inflation. Last week a 
measure was introduced into parliament to provide for 
the issue of $52,500,000 of federal money against the 
gold held as note coverage in the Ottawa vaults. At the. 

e $171,000,000 Dominion notes are outstand- 

t about $69,000,000 in gold. 
is new move is direct monetary inflation. The 
new issue will reduce the gold coverage from 46 per 
cent to 81 per cent. There is no disguising the fact that 
the coe ‘a revolutionary oné¢ in the eyes of orthodox 
economists and its repercussion will likety result in fur- 
ther devaluation of the Canadian dollar. 

The new money will be used largely for the develop- 
ment of a'government building program spread over the 
cntire Dominion. Consequently, considerable employ 
ment will be found for a lot of people now out lof work. 
The orthodox method would have been to have floated 
an issue of government bonds. By the printing of new 
money the government will be relieved of interest pay-

We be- 
lieve the greatest advantage of such a step wiii be. the re-

The printing of money, of course, does not create 
new wealth. Wealth is created by the growing of grain, 
the raising of livestock, the digging of minerals from the 
resting places in the earth: the cutting down of trees and 
the manufacturing of wood into needs for humanity; the 
gathering of .the fish catches in the lakes and the seas; 
and various other ways in which food, clothing and 
articles of human demand are produced, Running paper 
through a printing press. certainly does not produce 
wealth? It produces a certificate, the limitation and ju- 

_ dicious usage of which furnishes a method of transferr- 
ing wealth. 

In all candor, we state that our support of.the idea 
of a measure of monetary inflation is based on the belief 
that it will be a help to the primary producers. It does 
this in two ways: first it increases the price os primary 
products through decreasing the value of money; and‘ 
secondly, it decreases salaries and wages. Thus a better 
ag relationship is automatically brought about. We 
ive in a farming community and cannot help being im- 
r~---od with the discouragement and misery brought 

‘v'‘low prices of farm products. This has created

Railing against capital and labor never has 

uect—both are too strongly entrenched. The only 
er alternative is the manipulation of money. 

It seems reasonably certain that the radical ste» 
aken by the government will have quite an effect 
-hroughout Canada in the stimulation of business and 
increasing of values of primary products. Other coun- 
tries, such as Argentina andAustralia, have had a big 
udvantage over Canada for the past two years and 
more in export markets through the decreasing of 
their currency. That advantage will disappear when 
the effect of the inflationary move of the government is 
fully felt. es 

People should remember that changes do not com- 
rapidly and a period of time must necessarily elapse be- 
tore the effect of inflation is felt. Dr. Marvin, econom- 
ist for the Royal Bank of Canada, points this out in 4 
recent bank circular. He says: “It may be many montlis 
or even a few years before the full influence of the 
great monetary expansion can be accurately measured.” 
Dr. Marvin points out that the steady upward drive of 
business activity in the United States, Great Britain and 
Canada, countries in which currencies have been devalw- 
ated, stands in strange contrast with the prolonged and 
continued downward trend in France, the Netherlands 
and Switzerland—countries which are adhering staunch- 
ly to gold. 

In asking the action of printing money the Canadian 
government has gone farther than any other important 
country in the world. Even the United States with its 
New Deal has stubbornly refused to print money. At 
that, we believe Canada under strong leadership can 
well afford to take the risk entailed. The experiment is 
one of the most interesting adventures in the monetary 
field ever undertaken by a Canadian government.

purchase of special machinery as 
well ag causing iucreased cultivation 
and more frequent summerfallow. 
The booklet outlines that the means 
of controlling this weed is through 
keeping the infested land entirejy 
black for one complete growing sea- 
son. Means of doing this are out- 
lined for various types of soil as 
well as control through chemicars 
and smothering. Much valuable m- 
formation is contained in these 
pamphlets and farmers are urged 
to obtain them from any line eleva- 
tor agent.

It would be easy to multiply these 
instances. But you say, “Any mother 
worthy of the name would do all 


establishes my point that a 
mothers are heroic. 

Closely interwoven with the hiro: 
ism of ordinary mothers is the path- 
os and sometimes the tragedy tha: 
comes into their lives. Into the 
homes of. rich. and poor, high anc 
low, there comes sickness and deatn, 
and from many of ovr homes onc 
child has gone. We fully realize 
the’ inevitability of death, but the 
pathetic and tragic part to so many 
of us’is that, humanly speaking they 
need not have gone at so early an 
age. 

As I write this I think of six.litde 
ones whose deaths were unrelieved 
tragedies, and a big part of tie 
price some. mothers have paid to- 
‘wards the making of this new land. 

Of the tragedies brought about by 
the poverty and distress of the past 
few years, very much might be said. 
There are many mothers today 
whose hearts hold a_ sorrow of 
which they cannot speak much, 
caused by the son or daughter 
whose courage has failed them, and 
who have tried to find a solution in 
another world of the problems that 
they could not face in this. Me- 
thinks life could hold no greater- 


tragedy than this. 


Then there are many cases where 
one’s heart aches for the mother 
whose child is bringing sorrow t? 
its home. A woman was talking t» 
me of her boy, who had got among 
bad companions, and who was o 
continual source of heartache a: 
anxiety to her. She: said, “I often 
wish I had seen him in his ooffin 
when he was young and innocent,” 

Another woman said to me, “I'v? 
had my ups and downs. I’ve known 
the time when I could scarceiy make 
ends meet. I’ve lost two chiidre:, 
and had a lot of sickness with tne 
others, but the day I suffered most 
in all my life was the day I found 
my girl was going to have a baby.” 

In the face of these and oiier 
tragedies that come into the lives of 
so many ordinary mothers, the little 
pinpricks of trouble and disappuinc- 
ment are as nothing, and shouid be 
dismissed from our minds as they 
arise,, giving place to a deep thank- 
fulness that we have been spare:! 
things that are so much worse. 

And pow I turn to a livelier pari 
of the lot of ordinary mothers—the 
laughs that we enjoy through our 
children and, in’ this connection, 
every mother here can add many ea- 
periences of her own. 

I have a friend who has one child, 
a girl with avery vivid imagination. 
On one occasion my friend had gone 
upstairs to dress for the afternoon.

Little Journeys In Science 


PYRETHRUM. 

(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.¥ 
The story of how a young German 
scientist discovered a valuable in- 
secticide is. most interesting. In far 
away Japan, in the 17th century, a 
Japanese nobleman’s daughter was 
being martied, and to. this celebration 
was invited a young German scien- 
tist. 

It was the usual Japanese custom 
of those days‘ to decorate each reom 
entirely with one kind of flower or 
blossom. In one room the young 
scientist observed that no _ insects 
were flying around, and that the floor 
was strewn with dead flies, ants and 
other typical summer pests. This 
room was decorated with a flower, 
somewhat ‘like our . ordinary, field 
daisy. The young German found that 
this fower was known as the pyre- 
thrum and that it grew in abundance 
on his host's estate. . 

Permission was obtained to take 
few of these flowers to his labora-

During the 
whole of the civilized epoch the 
wheel of worlds has only moved as 
much as the hour hand of a clock 
moves in one second. Yes—and this 
will give you some idea of how old 
the skies are—the wheel of worlds 
shows evidence of having gone round 
thousands of times.

Canada’s Sweet Tooth 


Statistics Relating To Candy Show 
People Eat Plenty 

This continent has a sweet tooth, 
of course, but the modern candy 
maker both makes attractive sweets 
—and advertises them well. Candy 
statistics of the United States show 
a thirty per cent. rise in consump- 
tion over last year. Sales for the 
first four months of 1984 have been 
at the rate of $200,000,000 a year. 
However, the glamorous year of 1929 
showed the United States consum- 
ing double that quantity so far as : 
value is concerned. Some of the de- 
cline is due to lower prices now. So 
far as this Dominion’s sweet tooth is 
filled, there were nineteen million 
pounds of chocolate confectionery 
manufactured in Canada in 1932 
along with over 12% million dozen 
chocolate bars. There were over 44 
million pounds of sugar confection- 
ery with 1% million dozen bars. Be- 
sides that we imported three million 
pounds of confectionery, chiefly from 
the United Kingdom. Exports are 
comparatively small.—Brandon Sun. |
